monitoring transactions within the online marketplace that involve the seller to identify 
transactions based on the parameters; and 
alerting the seller to identified transactions. 

Claim 135 (Withdrawn): The method of claim 134 wherein the parameters are related to buyer 
attributes. 

Claim 136 (Withdrawn): The method of claim 134 wherein the parameters Include at least one 
of a price, an experience level in the marketplace for a buyer, a transaction age, a buyer location, 
a length of time participating in marketplace for a buyer, an age an account in the online 
marketplace for a buyer.

Claim 163 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 83, wherein the server controls the 
display of the media object as a portion of results from a search engine. 

Claim 164 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 83» wherein monitoring compliance 
comprises monitoring historical or current marketplace data. 

Claim 165 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 164, wherem the marketplace data 
comprises a reputation rating of the online entity. 

Claim 1 66 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 164, wherein the marketplace data 
comprises sales characteristics of the online entity. 

Claim 167 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 83, wherein the server automatically 
restricts display of the online entity as a result of a search engine based on compliance with the 
selling practice. 

Claim 168 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 85 wherein tihe buyer guarantee is 
monetary. 

Claim 169 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 85 wherein the buyer guarantee is 
service delivery monetarily backed. 

Claim 170 (Previously Presented): The system of claim 85. wherein the buyer guarantee 
comprises a guarantee provided by a third party. 
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Claim 171 (New): The method of claim 55. wherein the commitment to the selling practice 
comprises at least one of a commitment to participate in a post-sale online dispute resolution 
process, a commitment to disclose a post-sale service policy, or a commitment to a buyar 
guarantee that addresses post-sale buyer dissatisfaction.

updating the media object to indicate lack of compliance with the selling practice when 
the monitoring step indicates lack of compliance with the selling practice, 

wherein the commitment to the selling practice comprises at least one of a commitment to 
participate in a post-sale online dispute resolution process, a commitment to disclose a post-sale 
service policy, or a commitment to a buyer guarantee tiiat addresses post-sale buyer 
dissatis&ction. 
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
